The Famous Evangelist Has Been Called 


To His Reward. 


DwigbtL. Moody, the world famous 


evangelist, died at his home in North- 
field, Mass., on Friday. 


The early history of Dwight L. 


Moody was not such as to suggest that 
he would some day become the domi- 
nant personality of the English-speak- 
ing religious world. North field, his first 
and last home, where he was born Fet- 
rnary 5,1837, regarded him as an "irre- 
pressible," and his widowed mother ex- 
pressed many anxious fears as to the fu- 
ture of a boy so full of animal spirits.so 
reluctant to study, so impatient oi 
control. 
Dwight at first preferred 


farm work to the village sehool. 


At seventeen he set out for Boston to 


take a situation in the shoe store of an 
uncle. He was converted to leligion 
in Boston and from that moment his 
one supreme interest was winning 
other souls to Christ as he had been 


won. 


He soon began to speak in prayer- 


meeting and people said he was too 
ignorant to be endured. Hints of this 
criticism reached the ears ot the would 
be evangelist, and so he left Boston 
and in September, 1856, took a position 
in a shoe store in Cbieago, where he 
joined Plymouth church directly upon 
his arrival. Here he started in onhis re- 
ligious work. 
He became a Sunday 


school teacher, establi-hed missions 
and distributed tracts. Hundreds were 
converted. He went among the poor, 
prisoners and everywhere. 
Be was 


made president of the Young Men's 
Christian Association of Chicago,fouod- 
ed the famous "Farwell Hall," which 
the great fire consumed, and was the 
prime mover in the erection of a second 
"Farwell Hall" on its ruins. In 1863 
he married Miss Emma C. Revell, one 
of his volunteer Sunday school teach- 
ers. 


Mr. Moody's evangelizing journeys 


throughout Great Britain with Ira D. 
Sankey have left ineffaceable traces 
on the 
religious life of the United 


Kingdom. 
Prof. Henry 
Drummond 


is quoted as saying that but for Moody 
Scotland would not be what it is to-day. 
The "Moody and Sanky hymns" have 
been sung throughout the world. 


Mr. Moody's success is impressive, 


since he has addressed more people at 
one time, and at all times, than any 
other preacher in the world. The rt- 
markable 
religious institutions 
at 


Northfield grew from his ideas. 
The 


Northfield 
seminary for girls was 


opened in 1879 and the Mt. Hermon 
school for boys and young men in 
13S1. 
Mr. Moody likewise founded the 


great Bible Institute in Chicago, fo. 
men and women, in 1SS9, and the 
Northfield Training school for women 
in 1S90. Though by personal profes- 
sion a Congregationalist, Mr. Moody 
was anything but a sectarian. 
His 


goodness and charity were extended to 
men of all denominations. Mr. Moody's 
campaign of evangelization was con- 
tributed to by his writings, some of 
which have been translated into Ger- 
man and Scandinavian tongues, and 
many of them have had phenomenally 
large sales.

"SCHOOL PUNISHMENT" 


Discussed by Dr. Black—"Educational Pro- 


gress" by Supt. Aldrich—'-Instruction" by 


Prof. Fox—Keports of Committees. 


Music drill again preceded the reg- 


ular session of the Bedford county 
teachers' institute Wednesday after- 
noon of last week. There is no doubt 
that Bedford county teachers can sing. 
The singing always has been a very 
pleasant feature of the institute. The 
session was regularly opened by sing- 
ing "All Will Depend Upon You." The 
directors, of whom there was a goodly 
number in the room, then repaired 
to the high school room to hold their 
convention, a report of which appeared 
in last week's issue of THE GAZETTE. 
Singing, "Bob-o-link." 


Dr. W. W. Black continued his dis- 


cussion on the "Nature of the School." 
The particular phase of this talk was 
the "School as an Organism." 
He 


defined and illustrated an organism. 
The school is a mental organism. It 
must have three elements, the child 
mind, the subject and the teaener. 
The necessity for the school arises in 
the child mind. When the three ele- 
ments are joined in proper relations a 
school is formed, and only then. 
The 


child strives toward an ideal. An ideal 
is something that one has never expe- 
rienced. When one has experienced all 
the truth of the universe he is free. 
He is then most like his Creator. We 
can only understand human life, and 
this is the only thing that children 
will be interested in. Other forms of 
life may be translated into human life 
and thus awaken interest. To inter- 
pret a thing is to re-create it in thought. 
The reaper was given as an illustration. 
The potent idea that produced the 
reaper, the necessity to cut oif grain, 
must be grasped by the child in order 
to understand it. Singing, "The Farm- 
er Boy is a Jovial Lad." 


Supt. Aldrich then spoke of "Educa- 


tional Progress." 
Education is con- 


stantly changing. 
To show this the 


your pupils and find out. Under English 
are included reading, oral expression, 
written expression, and grammar. A 
sentence taken from Qnintilian, "Long- 
urn et difficile iter est per praecepta; 
breve et efflcax per exempla"—Long 
and difficult is the way by rules; short 
and efficacious through examples, was 
used as a rule. We should give silent 
reading a place in school because a 
large part of the reading is done in 
that way. The end of reading should 
be to give children early, complete and 
pleasurable command of the art of 
reading. We should awaken in chil- 
dren a love for good reading. We 
should at least start the development 
of the reading habit. Three years 
should suffice to learn to read, the re- 
mainder of school life may be used to 
read to learn. Oral and written ex- 
pressions were treated together. The 
speaker contrasted two papers picked 
up in a school. One was poor because 
the writer had come from another 
school where no drill was given in this 
line. 
The following sentences were 


given as tests of form in written ex- 
pression on account of the snags they 
contain: "There are two pencils Their 
points are broken off. Whose are they? 
I don't know, but I think they are Mr. 
Brown's." Children resent books which 
are written down to their level. But 
there are books that they read with 
pleasure. We should love good English 
and then we can lead the children to 
do the same 
Good English is not 


stilted. Hawthorne's works give a good 
example of the classical English. Sing-

Black :—To interpret a thing is to be- 
come one in thought and feeling with 
the author. The child is interested in 
a thing truly when he feels a return 
coming iuto his life.

We should 
not try to influence the young in the 
selection of political or religious belief, 
as that is sacred to the person himself. 
The man stores up grain in bins, the 
bee stores honey in cells and the pota- 
to plant stores up food in the potato, 
all for the same vital reason. Singing,

"Literature" by Prof. Fox:—Litera- 


ture is a record of human life, experi- 
ence and laws. It had a very modest 
beginning. It originated in the demands 
of man's social nature for a method 
of communication. Literature is ety- 
mologically derived from letters. The 
first forms of letters were pictures or 
hieroglyphs. The object of their use 
was to leave records. 
Literature had 


its period of imagination or child peri- 
od. Three great epics mark three great 
epochs, in three great languages, of 
the world's literature—Bomer's Iliad in 
Greek, Yiryll's Aeneid in Latin, Milton's 
Paradise Lost in English.

They are constantly 
appearing in all sorts of disguises 
under all kinds of cognomens, and a' 
all kinds of prices, even as low as five 
and ten cents a pound. They can be 
avoided, however, by the housekeeper 
who will bear in mind that all baking 
powders sold at twenty-five centa or 
.ess per pound are liable to contain 
alum, as pure cream of tartar powders 
cannot be produced at anything like 
ihis price.

ropes. Fasten one end of each rope, 
A A, to the trace eyes of the rear 
dorse and the front end of each rope, 
B B, to the trace eyes of the lead 
torse. As shown in the illustration, a 
knot, C C, is made in each rope a lit- 
tle in front of the pulleys to prevent 
the rear horse from coming too close to 
the lead horse. 


Fig. 2 shows a method of making a 


very serviceable land roller from tile. 
Take hard burned tile, about 2y2 feet in 
diameter, without rim. Make a frame 
for the inside of the tile by making a 
cross, size of tile, of 3 by 3 scantling 
for each end of the tile. Connect tne 
points of the crosses by three Inch 
planks, as shown in cut. The dotted 
lines represent tile. Shrink an old tire 
on each end of the tile, run a 1% inch 
rod through the center of the frame 
for the axle of the roller and put on 
ordinary outside frame and shafts or 
tongue. 
Two tiles arranged in this 


way are used In a two horse roller, 
which are divided where they Join by 
a brace to the beam of the outside 
frame of the roller. Have washers at 
each end of the tiles. This roller has 
the advantage of being very cheaply 
and quickly made and will give satis- 
faction. 


The second cut gives an idea of a 


handy farm cart for hauling plows, 
harrows, rails or miscellaneous farm 
Implements. Take a pair of old mow- 
Ing machine wheels and axle and four 
pieces of 2 by 4 scantling, ten feet 
long, for the side pieces of the cart. 
Cut the bottom boards for the cart the 
length of the axle between wheels. 
Lay two scantlings down and nail on 
the bottom boards. Now turn the part-

Iy completed frame over and make a 
place in each side piece for the axle to 
set In, a little back of the center. Put 
the axle in place and spike one of the 
remaining scantlings on over each side 
piece. Spike a piece of 2 by 4 about 
20 Inches long on the front end of each 
side piece, which points or rounds up 
like a sled runner. The cart can be 
used either side up. 
The front end 


rests on the ground only when the 
horses stop. Holes are made for pins 
In the top and bottom of the cart 
Draw with a large clevis, like a com- 
mon road scraper or scoop. 


Wlreworma In Graai Land. 


The parent of the wireworm is an 


entirely different insect from that of 
the white grub, In this case the fully 
developed insect being the slender 
brownish beetles known as snapping 
beetles on account of their habit, when 
placed upon their backs, of throwing 
themselves into the air with a sliglv 
snap and turning over and alighting 
upon their feet. Their life history ia 
very much the same as that of the 
white grub. These are also grass feed 
tag insects, but while the white grub 
Is more usually found upon highei 
lands, which the female seems to se 
lect for a place to deposit her eggs, thi 
snapping beetles, or skip jacks, seem to 
prefer the lower, cooler and damper 
lands. It is for this reason that the 
lower lands are more often affected 
by this pest, and it frequently occur 
that the patches of black soil among 
clay will be more especially subject to 
infestation. While It would seem tha 
the harder and more compact body o 
the wireworm would be less susceptl 
ble to climatic influences, neverthe- 
less we find no more practical preven 
tion of the occurrence of this pest than 
the fall plowing of sod lands,-and, a 
with the white grub, It Is quite proba 
ble that late fall or winter plowing wil 
be preferable. While this does not i: 
all cases insure absolute freedom from 
the attacks of these insects, ther 
seems a stronger probability of thel 
ravages another year being prevente 
in this way than by any other know 
to tie Ohio station.

HEAT FROM THE 
SUN. 


How Little of It W« Get ll Almost Beyond 


BtUel. 


The. 
sun is for the most part simply 


wasting his beat— dinging away die 
golden rays Unit are the lift of the 


•orld with a recklessness beside which 


all human waste is mere parsimony. 
t la almost beyond belief. 
Scarcely 


Due sunbeam in 2,000,OOU,(KX) alights 
upon the earth, and allowing for the 
whole solar system not more thau one 
n 100,000,000 ever hits anything, so far 
as we can ascertain. 


Sir Robert Ball's comment on this 
•aste of the sim's heat is: Suppose a 


inau with im income of $1,000.000 a 
•ear. He spends for useful purposes 
cent and throws the rest away. His 


wastefulness is no greater than that 
which this old prodigal the sun has 
practiced for untold ages. 


The untold amount of heat which 


thus leaks away through the cracks In 
the sky cannot be expressed by figures. 
t is ouly by considering what it might 
do that we can get any conception of 
it. This Is probably the most striking 
illustration, and is given by an eminent 
astronomer: 


Suppose a solid shaft of ice two miles 


square to be extended like a bridge 
across the gulf which separates the 
earth from the sun. 
If a track were 


aid on its surface an express train 
running at full speed would require 
more than ISO years to traverse it. Yet. 
,f the whole he;tt of the sun were turn- 
ed upon it for a single second it would 


melted, and in a few seconds more 


all, -even to the railroad iron, would 
drift away as vapor. 


But what is the source of this heat 


that flows into space as the gulf 
stream pours into the Atlantic, warm- 
ng the earth and other planets like lit- 
tle Islands in its course? What keeps 
up the supply? 


If the sun were merely a white hot 


ball, gradually cooling, our grandchil 
dren would Indeed get a chill; or, 
rather, neither they nor we would ever 
have seen the sun. The final frost 
would have fallen long ago. 


Nor can the heat be maintained by 


fire, as wi? understand the word—such 
fire as warms and now and then 
consumes our bouses. 
If it were a 


globe of flaming coal it could have last- 
ed but a few thousand years: it would 
have been burned to ashes long before 
we were born. All the coal on the 
earth would hardly keep the sun going 
for one-tenth of a second. 


A falling meteor gives out great beat, 


Just as a bullet is heated when It 
strikes the target. Some have conjec- 
tured that a vast stream of these little 
hailstones raining upon the sun supplies 
its fuel. But if the whole mass of the 
moou were put into a stone crusher, 
broken up and thrown against the sun 
it would barely furnish heat for a sin- 
gle year. 
And no such weight could 


possibly approach the sun without onr 
knowledge. 


Yet, 
In Its own chosen way, the sun 


really has its fires. With proper in- 
struments we may sec the red flames 
spouting from its edge, sometimes to a 
height of 400,000 miles—higher than 
the moon floats above the earth. To 
some of them our world would be uo 
more than a water drop falling from a 
fountain. 


To gain any idea of the almost inei 


haustible reservoir from which the sun 
draws its heat we must first picture its 
actual condition. Matter there is in a 
state unlike anything ever seen upon 
earth. 
It is neither solid nor liquid 


nor in any familiar sense gaseous. The 
sun is a boiling, seething, flaming mix 
ture of the gases or vapors of all the 
elements condensed by the tremendous 
squeeze of solar gravity until it is 
thicker than pitch, and so hot that Its 
vaporized Iron might be used for stean 
power if there were any boiler fit to 
hold it. It has no definite surface, bu 
shades away from this mcandescen 
paste, through leaping flames of blooi 
red hydrogen to the faint streamers o 
the corona, as fllmy as a comet's tail. 


This writhing mass, heavier on thi 


average than water and yet as on 
stable as air, docs not even rotate like 
other orbs, but swirls around Its axis. 


In the terrific tension of these gases 


is stored up the energy of the sun. Ai 
this escapes in gushes of heat they d< 
not cool, but slowly contract 
It I: 


quite possible that they even grow hot 
ter as they thus settle downward and 
compress themselves into a dense 
fluid. 


A total shrinkage of 220 feet a yea 


will account for the whole expenditure 
and so small a change in the size of thi 
disk could not be detected until It ha< 
been watched for thousands of years 
This will go on until the substance o 
the sun ceases to be essentially gase- 
ous. 
Then will come the beginning o 


the end, for from that time forth th 
actual temperature of the sun will de- 
cline. 


This, however, will be in some fa 


distant day, for careful scientists as 
sure us that our race will enjoy nn 
diminished suushiue for at least 5.00C 
years, and perhaps for twice 5,000. 


Then, while the sun slowly redden 


and darkens, our earth will die. Afte 
that comes the night of ages.—Charle 
Kelsey Gaines in New York World. 


ame of the Revolutionist!—A Few of Thai* 
Who Came Into Tonoh With Washington. 


Let us look back at a few of those 
ho came in touch with Washington, 


and thus realize more than ever the 


loral poise of. the man. As the men 


next of rank to Washington, congress 


ppointed two soldiers of fortune, both 
f whom later tried to make a wreck 
f Washington's career in order that 
hey themselves might climb higher— 
a very unsatisfactory and uncertain 
way of rising. 


One was Gen. Charles Lee, a man 


who had been everywhere, done every- 
hing and who seems to have entered 
ipon the American struggle from pnre- 
y professional motives. Prior to • the 
retreat across New Jersey he lost his 
balance by writing letters of undis- 
guised hostility regarding Washing- 
ton and then he lost his liberty by De- 
ng foolhardy in the neighborhood of 
he foe. He is not above well-authen 
icated suspicion of trying to tell the 
British how to subdue America. 
After 


his release Washington magnanimous- 
y aided him until his suspicious be 
havior at the battle of Monmonth, 


hen there were short, sharp words 


and afterward a court-martial. 


The other was Gen. Horatio Gates, 


ft whom Burgoyne surrendered in the 
northern campaign—a truculent, inso- 
ent man, whose jealousy prompted 
lim to omit all mention of Arnold's 
bravery at Bemis' Heights and Sara- 
toga, and whose jealous; also caused 
lim to ignore his commander-in-chie1 
and report to congress direct. Yet the 
campaign had been planned by Wash' 
ngton, prepared by General Scbuyler 
fought by Arnold, and its laurels 
snatched by Gates, who being too 
drunk to command, was yet not drunk 
enough to be beyond the power of do- 
ing harm. Gates subsequently made a 
failure of the southern campaign and 
retired to a petulant private life. 


Then there was Ethan Allen, a rare 


old fighter—an outlaw at that—and sc 
ferociously independent tbat most o 
bis work tended to undo the revolution 
rather than strengthen it; for he ha< 
the greatest love of action, but wit] 
himself as leader. He would rather go 
it alone, and did,than go under others 
His forte was an irritating but unen 
during guerrilla warfare. 


Oat of such mateiiai was Washing 


ton expected to develop victory. 


Worst of all, yet probably the mos 


wronged of all, was Benedict Arnold 
We need not dwell on his treachery, as 
the ground is familiar. He sold hi 
secrete instead of resigning his com 
mission, and thus paid for the husk 
of riotous living that had cost him so 
dearly in Philadelphia. In those black 
hours at West Point, the most hope 
less of all, when Washington kne 
not what officer might be implicated 
in the treason, he doubted man anc 
said, "Whom can we trust now ?" Ye 
note the self-control, the tender pity 
the keen judgment, all displayed in 
one hour so clearly that we wonder i 
we ever dimly comprehend him, for a 
this moment, when everything seemec 
slipping from beneath his feet, he re 
metnbered the distress of Arnold' 
abandoned wife and visited her wit] 
words of comfort and cheer.

ability to impart instruction. 
Re- 


member, however, tbat 
whilst a 


scholastic preparation is highly essen- 
tial, it matters not whether you be a 
graduate of college or normal school 
or whether you be the holder of a pro- 
fessional or provisional certificate, you 
cannot afford to appear to be more 
than you are. 
You, if you would suc- 


ceed, must be honest; for in the school 
room you are more often the centre of 
attention than are the assigned tasks. 
Humanity is more fascinating than 
books to children as well as to their 
elders. They are not yet old enough 
to find themselves of surpassing inter- 
est and the teacher furnishes the need- 
ed element in their lives for five days 
out of the seven. If you as teacher be 
assuming a competency to till your 
position, you may for a time conceal it 
beneath a mask of Spanish dignity or 
a front of brilliant audacity; but soon- 
er or later some sharp young eye will 
detect the imposture. The desire to 
hunt and capture something is one of 
the surviving savage instincts of the 
human heart, particularly strong in 
youth. To the child an intellectual 
chase is just as subtle and exciting as 
a material one; and woe to the teacher 
who assumes a competency if these 
young sportsmen once get on his 
track. 
They will dig for him pitfalls 


of artless stupidity into which he will 
fall without a struggle; they will 
spring out upon him from ambush 
with questions warranted to kill at a 
hundred yards; they will hunt him 
round the circumference of his own 
ideas until he is dizzy and falls gasp- 
ing in their midst. 


There is in reality nothing so pa- 


tent to keep the atmosphere of the 
school room sweet as an occasional "I 
don't know" on the part of the teacher. 
For the teacher who commences his 
professional career on the basis of all 
knowledge, there is nothing ahead but 
sudden ruin or slow moral and intel- 
lectual decay. If the consequences of 
such a course should fall only upon 
the teacher himself they would not be 
so important; but it is the children 
who suffer the penalty. They realize 
the falsity of the teacher's attitude 
and feel that some consequence should 
fall upon him; see none, and therefore 
they learn to believe that appearance 
goes as far as reality, yet involves 
much less hard work; and the founda- 
tions are laid for them of showy, su- 
perficial characters 
tbat in 
their 


turn 
will 
spread 
the 
contagion 


of 
insincerity 
about 
them. 
If 


this be the result of seeming and 
not being in a merely intellectual way, 
how much more vital it becomes to the 
teacher when it is a question of morals 
If the teacher pretend to be anything 
here which he is not it is only a matter 
of time before the real facts in the case, 
or perhaps an exaggerated version of 
them, will trickle down through the 
school. In education, character is the 
all-important thing to be sought for 
And for pupils to see that their teach- 
er is not in truth the moral example 
which he pretends to be, undermines 
in them the foundations of character, 
drains the enthusiasm of youth and 
leaves the weariness of age without its 
strength; it carries with it that subtle 
poison of distrust of men which stunts 
the growth of the soul and paralyzes 
all bigTi endeavor. 


It is not meant that the teacher 


should continually proclaim his igno 
rar ce before his class—that would be 
affectation, nor is it meant that in order 
to have no malodorous moral conceal- 
ment he should necessarily give his 
family record an airing in the face of 
a curious world—that would be worse 
than affectation. But in all his relations 


gradually grew weaker until about 
seven o'clock last evening when death 
claimed him as his victim. The sub- 
ject of this sketch was a son of Thomas 
and Sarah Ramsey and was born on 
the farm where he died on the first 
day of August, 1333, his age being 66 
years, 4 months and 24 days.

which he afterward purchased. In 
April, 18G1, he enlisted in the three 
months' service in the 13th Segt., Pa. 
Vols., he being the first man enrolled 
from this township. 
He re-enlisted 


and was enrolled as a private in Capt. 
Adam Weaverling's company (K), 208th 
Regt., on the 18th day of August, 1864, 
to serve one year or during the war. 
On the 7th day of September of same 
year he was appointed 4th sergeant of 
his company, which appointment he 
held up to the time of his discharge, 
at Alexandria, Va., on the first day of 
June, 1S65, by order of the war de- 
partment. 
After 
his discharge he 


came back to his farm, where he spent 
the remainder of his days. On the 
31st day of March, I860, he was mar- 
ried to Miss Mary C. Gracey, a daugh- 
ter of the late Capt. William Gracey. 
To this union thirteen children were 
born, three of whom died in infancy. 
The following survive him: William 
H., at home; Mrs James Whitfield, of 
near Gapsville; Samuel L., of Pitts- 
burg; Sallie M., at home; Albert B , in 
Fulton county; Bertha B , of Altoona; 
Alice, Charles, James B and David, at 
home. Besides his wife and the above 
named children two brothers and one 
sister survive him, viz , Eli, of New- 
ton, la., Henry, of Jitewburg, and 
Sophia, of this place. Funeral services 
will be held at the Lutheran church 
on Thursday forenoon. Sev. 
S. Z. 


Ship, his pastor, is expected to preach 
the funeral sermon. 
Deceased had 


been a communicant member of the 
Lutheran church for many years. He 
was also a member of J. R. Calahan 
Post, G. A. R., which organization is 
expected to have charge of the funeral 
ceremonies, and the remains will be 
laid to rest in the cemetery adjoining 
the church.

lightly what goes before. Secondly, it 
must really take hold of the boya and 
girls. Thirdly, it is valuable for mor 
al training. Women have not had the 
opportunities for gaining knowledge- 
of public affairs that men have, hence 
they must awaken an interest in their 
own minds for them or they will not 
make good history teachers. He re- 
lated how an aged Boston lady saved 
Old South church by awakening John 
Kske to write American history lec- 
tures. We all can awaken our inter- 
est as he did. He called attention to 
Dr. Bale's story of "The Man Without 
a Country," and recommended it as a 
means to awaken interest.

Dr. Waller ag-ain appeared and spoke 
E "Teachers' Certificates " Formerly, 


the speaker said, he thought that 
Pennsylvania was in the rear of the 
educational army but more recently he 
had changed his mind in at least one 
particular. Our certificate system is 
so good that Massachusetts wants to 
copy it. There are seven dHEerent cer- 
tificates, three local and four general. 
The local ones are provisional, profes- 
sional and permanent. 
The general 


certificates, good throughout the state 
and for life,are state normal certificate, 
state normal diploma, state teachers' 
certificate and state college certificate. 
New York's system embodies high cen- 
tralization and a minimum of local 
control and Pennsylvania's is just the 
opposite. Here the loeal authorities 
are paramount. 
More than half of our 


teachers in the stale are holding pro- 
visional certificates and thousands have 
held such a certificate for five years, or 
more. It is called provisional because 
originally it was not intended to be a 
permanent fixture. Is it the best thing 
for all concerned ? It is a burden to 
the county superintendent to re-exam- 
ine so frequently. It would seem that 
after a certain number of years' teach- 
ing under such certificate it would be 
right to ask the teacher to step up or 
step out. It is not fair to the good 
teacher and not fair to the children to 
have so many teachers of this kind.

it is old knowledge in his mind when 
he comes tp teach, so that he does not 
need to concentrate his mind on the 
subject but on the mental movement of 
the child. The mental movement in 
the child's mind is .the primary thing 
The device will never come between 
the child and the thought, if it is a 
good device. In determining where a 
child belongs in school we must study 
the unfolding life of the child, the in- 
ner life. Grammar was used as an il- 
lustration. We have no parts of speech 
unless we have the whole speech. Only 
in a word's relation to others can we 
determine its part of speech. Several 
other illustrations were given of how 
we obscure the thought by using de- 
vices. In learning German the gram- 
mar is taught before reading. 
In 


geography we thrust some device be- 
tween the thought and the child's 
mind. The teacher no more than the 
physician has a right to practise on 
innocent people. 


Prof Fox continued his talk on "Lit- 


erature." Literature is a great picture 
gallery and he is the best writer who 
can portray the picture most clearly. 
Ideas are 
obscure 
knowledge. 
A 


thought is a clear picture. We should 
train children to look at pictures in 
literature. In giving a picture of old 
age, Prof. Fox recited a humorous se- 
lection which the audience appreciated 
very much—"Me and Sally Ann " He 
said that we should encourage children 
to write poetry simply for the drill it 
gives.

Prof. Wright. Dr. Waller spoke on 
"Civil service and the Public Schools " 
Civil Service in the United States in- 
cludes those in the service of the gov- 
ernment who do not belong to the 
army and navy. As the result of civil 
service reform 87,000 of these are em- 
ployed by competitive examination 
In its application to the schools Dr. 
Waller thought it would serve to give 
a basis for comparison of the schools 
of the different states, if uniform ex- 
aminations were instituted. Examin- 
ations may or may not be useless. An 
average of several years' civil service 
examinations shows that among those 
examined there were 35 per cent, fail- 
ed who had their training in public 
schools and 30 per cent, failed who 
had college training 
Statistics were 


given to show how the different states 
stood in the matter of percentage of 
successful applicants. They showed 
that Pennsylvania stood shoulder to 
shoulder with Massachusetts and Ohio 
and always "ahead of New York. The 
government examiners mark very se- 
verely on misplaced decimal points, on 
mistakes in operations, on omission of 
signs and on failure to simplify re- 
sults, on answers given without the 
work. Dr. Waller started to give 
some examples of work required in 
civil service examinations but was in- 
terrupted on account of his departing 
train. Singing, "Ho, For Kriss Kin- 
gle!" 


Prof. Levi Walter then gave the re- 


port of the committee on teachers' 
reading, and made some explanations, 
whan the report was adopted. It will 
be found in this issue of THE GAZETTE. 
Dr. Black spoke on "School Punish- 
ment." He said that this is a problem 
for the child to solve just as surely as 
problems in arithmetic. 
Discipline is 


something to be applied from within 
but not from without. 
You cannot 


make a child's heart better by lacerat- 
ing his back. We sometimes need to 
use physical punishment in order to be 
able to awaken the child's mind and 


the inner self. Keeping pupils in will 
not help to correct idle habits. We 
should apply the pressure from within, 
notirom without. 
When we do tbe 


latter the child will do right only so 
long as the pressure is applied. Out- 
side pressure causes untruthfuness. 
We cannot make up moral deficiencies 
with the intellect. 
Each time a ques- 


tion of discipline is solved it should 
lift the pupil to a higher moral plane 
and help him to solve the next one 
more easily. The child is the only one 
who can correct his inner life. If a 
child is bad give him something he 
would rather do. This was Dr. Black's 
concluding talk. 
His closing words 


were very impressive. The teachers 
universally declare him one of the 
best instructors they have ever listen- 
ed to. 


Prof. G. S. Miller, chairman of the 


resolutions committee, read.the report 
of the committee,' which was adopted. 
Prof. F. G Mock read the report of the 
auditing committee, which appears 
elsewhere. 
It was adopted. Prof. H. 


T. Wright read the report of the 
memorial committee. It was adopted. 
Supt Wright spoke a few earnest 
words 'on the institute and thanked 
the teachers for their kindness and 
co-operation. 
Prof. Fox came before 


the institute and spoke on "Composi- 
tion.'' We spend too much time on 
technical grammar. 
The object of 


grammar is to enable one to express 
himself readily. A composition, placed 
on the board by Prof. G. S. Miller and 
written by a high school pupil, was 
taken up by Prof. Fox and examined 
with reference to the thought ex- 
pressed. In a few parting words he 
complimented the teachers and wished 
them well. All were then excused 
who wished to leave on the 10:43 train. 
This nearly cleared the house. Sing- 
ing, "Don't Step There!" 


Short talks were then given by 


several teachers, namely, B. S. Ling, 
Levi Walter, E. S. Rice, H. H. Brum- 
baugh, Frank G. Mock, O. S. Kagarise, 
R. D. Mock. Prof. A. Judson Smith, 
the musical instructor, was then in- 
troduced and gave a short but inter- 
esting address. A motion was made 
by Prof. K D Mick that the county 
superintendent be empowered to use 
the surplus from the institute in any 
way he choose in furthering the cause 
of edacition. The mition was carried 
after a short debate.
